Annual Farm Production Doubled 
During Wilson's Term 
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1912 MOST FRUITFUL YEAR 
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During Past 16 Years Farmers Have 
Added $155,000,000,000 to 
Wealth of Nation. 


Washington, December 6.—After six- 
teen years, a record of service in the cab- 
inet, Secretary of Agriculture Wilson 
submitted today to President Taft the 
last annual report he will make as head 
of the United States department of ag- 
riculture. The report is more than a 
review of the past year’s work; it 
contains summary of the agricultural 
advance of the country during the ven- 
erable secretary's term of public serv- 
ice. 

“The record of sixteen years has 
been written,” he says. “It begins 
with a yearly farm production of 4$4,- 
000,000,000, and ends with $9,532,000,- 
000. Sixteen_years ago the farmer was 
a joke of the caricaturist; now he is 
like the stone that was rejected by the 
bullder and has become the head stone 
of the corner.” The tillers of the soil 
were burdened with debts, he adds, 
“but 
with unexampled speed. Beginnings 
have been made in a production per 
acre increasing faster than the natural 
increase of population. There has been 
an uplift of agriculture and of coun- 
try life. 

Farmer’s Great Advance. 

“During the past sixteen years the 
farmer has steadily increased _ the 
wealth production year by year, with 
the exception of 1911. During the six- 
teen years the farmers’ wealth produc- 
tion increased 141 per cent. 

“Most productive of all agricultural 
years in the country has been 1912. 
The earth has produced its greatest 
annual dividend. YVhe sun and the rain 
and the fertility of the soil heeded not 
the human controversies, but kept on

erally profitable, and will continue 
the prosperity that farmers have 
enjoyed in recent years. The tatal 
production of farm wealth is the 
highest yet reached by half a Dil- 
lion dollars. The grand total for 1912 
is estimated to be $9,532,000,000. This 
is more:than twice the value of the 
farm wealth in 1896.” 

More than $105,000,000,000 is the 
grand total of farm wealth production, 
the report says, during the past six- 
teen years, an amount equal to about 
three-quarters of the present national 
weaith.

Aid of Kducation. 

The most effective move toward re- 
duced cost of living is the production 
of greater crops, says the secretary, 
and this move he declares is due to the 
work of the department of agricul- 
tural colleges and experiment stations 
and to the help of the press in publish- 
ing every movement to help the farm- 
ers. The nation, he adds, forgot its 
farmers in the general scheme of edu- 
cation of past years and few philan- 
thropists thought of them when giving 
for education, but they are*waking up 
and thinking for themselves and con- 
gress has “been good to them. 

The secretary first takes up the 
work of. the various bureaus of his de- 
partment in the past year, and then 
tells of the growth in some instances 
from their foundation, of these bu- 
reaus during the time he has been head 
of the department. He praises highly 
the experts who have worked under 
him. 

“The great and growing movement 
carried on by the department for agri- 
cultural betterment,” he declares, “has 
not been sustained solely by one man 
nor by a few men. A choice corps of 
scholarly ¢xperts in their special lines 
of endeavor has been growing in mem- 
bership, in breadth of view, and in the 
practical application of their efforts. 

“The department is prepared to con- 
tinue and increase its public service. 
During sixteen years it has progressed 
from the kindergarten through the pri- 
mary, middle and upper grades of de- 
velopment until now it has a thousand 
that speak with authority.”

employees at the beginning of the 
present fisca! year, with an appropria- 
tion this year of almost 25,000,000, 
Whereas there are now 52,000 requests 
every week for department publica- 
tions, there were but 500 in 1897; and 
during this period, 225,000,000 copies 
have been distributcd.

Latter Shot Him Down When Search 
of Buggy Was Started---Dead 
Man Well Known. 


Clayton, Ga., December 6—(Special.) 
Ss. S. Whitmire, postmaster at Rabun 
Gap and one of the best known men 
in mortheast Georgie, was shot and 
instantly killed .oday by a man named 
Osborne just across the North Caro- 
lina line about 8 miles from here. His 
assailant has gone in the direction of 
Franklin, N, C. 

About 10 o'clock this morning Os- 
borne and two other men drove 
through Rabun Gap m a buggy, and 
after they had gone Whitmire, who is 
a member of a_. local. prohibition 
league, announced that he intended to 
follow them and = ascertain whether 
they were selling whisky. He secured 
a buggy and with Dick Scruggs, also 
of Rabun Gap, started after the three 
men. Thelr buggy was overtaken 
just across the state line. 

Osborne was by himself when over- 
taken by Whitmire and Scruggs. The 
Rabun Gap postmaster demanded that 
he be allowed to search the DUBEeY. | 
Osborne remonstrated and finally 
drew' his revolver. The two. began 
fighting and in the melee Whitmire 
was shot through the head. He died 
instantly. 

Osborne then turned on Scruggs and 
ordered him to “beat it back to Geor- 
gia.” This Scruggs did, after which 
Osborne continued on towards Frank- 
hie. 3. 

Whitmire was recently appointed 
deputy collector of the internal reve- 
nue department, it is said, and this 
may have been the reason for his ac- 
tivity today. He leaves a wife and 
family.

In. the two churches. which are’ ex- 
pected to unite in Atlanta next spring 
there are, according to Mr. Morris, 
500,000 members in 4,500 churches. 
They are served by 2,700 ministers.

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-PRESIDENT'S ORDER 


Tribble and Bartlett Resent Transfer- 
ring Fourth-Class Postmasters 
to the Civil Service. 


By John Corrigan, Jr. 

Washington, December 6.—(Special), 
Two Georgia congressmen, Represent- 
atives Tribble and Bartlett, took a 
conspicuous ‘part in the debate today 
over the executive order transferring 
fourth-class postmasters to the civil 
Service and in sharply attacking the 
order. The republicans taunted them 
with wishing to return to the spoils 
system and Representative Stanley, of 
Kentucky, made a withering reply. 
»Representative Bartlett in an extend- 
ed speech declared ror a repeal of 
the president's order. 

Representative Tribble dwelt upon 
the racial aspect of the case and said 
it was distasteful to his people to be 
served by negro mail carriers and 
particularly by negro rural~ carriers. 

“If there ever was an official ne- 
ero-ridden town it is Athens, Ga, 
where I live,” he said. “I will not sit 
quietly in my seat and not protest 
@gainst an order which will protect 
under the civil service rules negroes 
who will take their places behind the 
delivery windows of small country 
and village postoffices. I know from 
experience of the humiliation of be- 
ing under negro office-holders. For 
twelve years my city, which is the 
seat of the University of Georgia, had 
a negro postmaster. Today nearly all 
the carriers are negroes. This order 
becomes odious the very moment ne- 
goes stand examinations for post- 
office places. My people are law~- 
abiding, but they have submitted un- 
willingly to having negroes deliver 
the mail to their wives and daughters 
in the isolated country districts.” 

He was asked by Representative 
Gillett, of Massachusetts, if any negro 
rural carriers in Georgia had ever 
committed a crime against a white 
woman. Mr. Tribble denied charging 
that, but said the appointments of ne- 
groes were offensive to his people.

Property owners along West Peachtree street last night took | 


action of importance to the entire city when, as reported in another 
column, they reached an agreement looking to co-operation in the 
repaving and regrading of that thoroughfare. 


Baker-Peachtree streets improvement. It was originally intended 
that the latter project showld embrace also the repaving and re- 
grading of West Peachtree street from Baker street on out, so that 
this important link in the city’s transportation facilities should be 
put into propér condition. The grades descending from Baker street 
down to Simpson and ascending from Simpson up toward North 
avenue are almost prohibitive. The paving is inadequate and should 
long ago have been replaced. 


The property owners are in practical harmony over the plans 
for improvement, and have demonstrated their willingness to work 
in harmony with council. It is for the latter body, in the January 
apportionment sheet, to make provision for materializing a project 
that actually bears upon the interest of all Atlanta, not to mention 
the population in the counties to the north of Fulton which now 
finds its way into the city along narrow and congested Peachtree 
street. 

The improvement of Ivy street will relieve the tax upon Peach- 
tree for an important portion of its length. But it will in no, wise 
ease the tremendous and growing burden of traffic that flows north- 
ward and southward from the junction of Ivy with Peachtree. From 
the intersection of Peachtree with West Peachtree, there is abso- 
lutely no direct north and south route to and from the center of 
the city, save that afforded by the former thoroughfare. The re- 
sult is a jamming of traffic the danger and cost of which has often 
been emphasized by The Constitution. Again, there is no direct 
north and south outlet save Peachtree and Marietta for that huge 
segment of the city lying between these two streets. A populous 
and thriving section is, therefore, almost bottled up, or enjoys access 
to the business heart of Atlanta only by the most inconvenient and 
devious routes. 

It is the ultimate plan to regrade and repave West Peachtree 
its entire length between its two intersections with Peachtree. Sftch 
an improvement would supply a route from the northern junction 
of the two streets to the ¢enter of the city approximately three- 
quarters of a mile shorter than the Peachtree route. At present, 
however, the work is to be attacked only in installments, the city, 
as usual, being assured of aid from the county at every step. 

A consideration worth while is that the West Peachtree im- 
provement can now be made at a less expense than at any time 
since it was projected, and probably than at any time in the future, 
since the dirt taken from the Peachtree-Baker excavations will be 
available for use in the fills necessary on West Peachtree. The 
residents of thoroughfares adjacent to both Peachtree and West 
Peachtree are almost as vitally interested in the project as the 
property owners. The rehabilitation of West Peachtree will inure 
to the advantage of dwellers on all the collateral thoroughfares, and 
it will save the merchants of the city an inestimable sum annually 
in shorter and safer hauls. , 

On the side of the expenditure involved, it is a foregone con- 
clusion that the enhancement of values resulting from the improve- 
ment will take care pf its cost within two or three years. And 
this splendid avenue once added to the city’s transportation equip- 
ment is there to stay. There should be no hesitation on part of 
council to approve the project when it is formally brought before 
that body.

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TARIFF REVISION 


UP TO DEMOCRATS 


Further Recommendations Use- 
less, Writes Taft in Message 


Washington, December  6,—Presi- 
dent Taft will make no further effort 
to have congress reduce the tariff. In 
a “general” message .to congress sub- 
mitted today the president clearly in- 
dicated hig intention of leaving fur- 
ther tariff revision to Mr. Wilson and 
the congress just elected. 

“Now that a new congress has beer 
elected on a platform of tariff for 
revenue only rather than a protective 
tariff and is to revise the tariff on 
that basis,” said the president, “it is 
needless for me to occupy the time of 
congress with arguments or recom- 
mendations in favor of a protective 
tariff.” 

This message, the second submit- 
ted by the president since the present 
session began, will be his last of a 
genera] character. It dealt with every 
department of the government except 
the state department, recommended 
much of the legislation which Mr. 
Taft previously had urged upon the 
attention of congress and took up and 
discussed at length several subjects 
comparatively new. 

Against Philippine Independence. 

Mr. Taft came out strongly against 
independence for the Philippines, pro- 
posed, he said, in a bill now before 
congress. He deprecated the ‘new 
policy of one Dattleship a year instead 
of two, and indorsed again the scheme 
of currency reform proposed by the 
national monetary commission. 

Conservation was lightly touched, 
the president recommending the 
amendment of bills now before con- 
gress so that water power companies 
which dam navigable rivers will con- 
tribute to the improvement of these 
streams. 

He declared that no radical change 
in the Sherman anti-trust law was 
needed and praised the supreme court 
for its recently announced Changes in 
rules of equity proeedure. In this 
connection the president asked con- 
gress to pass legislation which would 
allow the supreme court to formulate 
rules of procedure under the common 
law in federal courts and Predicted 
that such action would facilitate jus- 
tice ‘in those courts and reduce the 
cost of litigation to the public. 

Should Reward Geethals. 

The Panama canal was dismissed in 
a few words, the president prophesy- 
ing its opening in the latter half of 
1913. He took occasion, however, to 
declare that congress should reward 
the work of Colonel Goethals by an 
appointment @s major general with 
the provision that he become chief 
of engineers when the term of the 
incumibent expires. He made only a 
brief reference to the dispute with 
Great Britain over the Panama canal 
act and said that when a formal pro- 
test was lodged agarnst that act it 
would be taken up vy the United 
States. 

The army the president discussed at 
some length. He praised the army 
legislation of the last congress, but 
said that provision should be made 
by law so that the nation’s foreign 
regiments may be always maintained 
upon a war footing, and he urged the 
passage of the pending militia pay 
bill, designed to make service: in the 
militia more enticing, and showed 
that the home army will be nothing 
more than a “skeleton” until con- 
gress provides that it be concentrated 
in fewer posts than are now main- 
tained. He urged also the passage 
of another bill now before congress 
designed to raise quickly a velunteer 
army in case of war. 

President Taft did not approve the 
proposal for immediate autonomy for 
the Philippines and independence in 
eight years as proposeg in a bill pend- 
ing in congress.

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REVIEW OF THE MARKET 


New York, December 6.—The cotton 


jmarket has been nervous and unset- 


tled during the past week, with prices 
selling off under more or less general 
liquidation of long accounts for over 
the government crop reports. Talk of 
large ginning returns, combined with 
the somewhat more optimistic average 
of recent crop estimates, no doubt, 
increased the disposition to seH out 
long cotton after an advance of about 
2% cents a pound from the low rec- 
ords of the season, and it is believed 
that the effect of this on prices has 
been intensified by the operations of 
certain strong local. and southern in- 
terests, who have been expressing 
either strongly reactionary or actually 
bearish opinions, based on predictions | 
of a gradual slowing ‘down of bust- 
ness, and on a theory tkat the market 
had been educated to an unreasonablhy 
bullish view of the season’s supply. 

Forecasts ag to the probable show- 
ing of the census report, which is ex- 
pected at the opening on Monday morn- 
ing, have increased from about 11,500,- 
000 to 11,900,000 bales ginned to De- 
cember 1, with a prominent Memphis 
authority placing it.at approximately 
12,000,000. Meanwhile individual esti- 
mates of the crop have ranged from 
13,750,000 to 14,500,000 bales, comparing 
with estimates of around 13,500,000 to 
14,750,000 current last week, and tg 
of the southern authorities, whose an- 
nual crop figures for a number of 
years past have very closely approxi- 
mated the government’s, estimated 
yield at 13,970,000 bales, excluding lin- 
ters, suggesting a commercial crop of 
about 14,400,000. 

The official figures are to be nub- 
lisheq on December 12, and as usual, 
will estimate the crop in bales of 500 
pounds gross, excluding linters, 

Aside from the modification of sen- 
timent regarding the crop there would 
seem to have been little or no change 
in the general character of the news. 
Trade reports have remained most en- 
couraging and nearly all advices re- 
ceived from the south claim little cotton 
remaining to be ginned, as well as con- 
tinueq firmness in the interior spot 
markets, although demand is said to 
be less active.
